could relate to a place that had mostly been started by men,.

it at all. Like how one kid could survive among 9 adults. Like 
how to get people to wash their dishes or put record albums 
away or to write down how much money they spent or to 
check the oil in the car, without sounding like a high skool. 
Like what to do about it when you live in the same house with 
someone and haven't talked to her/him for a week...........0N 
another level, how do you support a household of 10 people 

in the city? For us, it meant most everybody working at a 
straight gig at least some of the time. Which got to be a real 
drag in some cases, and occasionally our bank account got 
overdrawn, but we always made it. (hint: what you need is 
someone who gets paid a lot of money for something they like 
to do.) Actually, economics was usually one of our minor 
hassles,...We basically shared income, except that if someone 
wasn’t into that we'd try to work it out so that they'd just 

pay room and board (or stay for free if they needed to and 

we could afford it.)........ Then there was our living space. 

The house we bought had been a 3-flat apartment building; 

it’s required a bit of redoing. One of our first projects was to 
clean up the attic to use as a crash pad--it’s also a nice place to 
retreat to., We converted a porch into a pantry, made a kitchen 
into a bedroom, fixed up a playroom, built lofts to sleep in, cut 
a hole into a closet floor so we could climb down into the base- 
ment, painted the outside, painted the inside, bought storm 
windows, etc., CtC.,...... 


Running the list down in our minds just now, we came up with 
about 30 people who lived here for some period of time--from 
2 weeks to 2 years. (not to mention innumerable crashers...) 
The nice thing is that most of them are still friends. People 
have moved out to join other communes , to wander , to 
think, to get out of the city, to move back in again. But the 
commune keeps on being here. 


Then there.s this thing of community. We live in a lot of 
communities, It was somehow more natural and necessary 

to put more of our energies into the immediate geogr aphic- 

al community--and the Other Cheek commune has become somev 
somewhat of an institution in the Lincoln Park area of 

Chicago; we've related to a lot‘of different people and organ- 
izations. There’s also an extended community that’s reaching 
out from Chicago to the hill country of Wisconsin as various 

city people leave for the country but retain their ties to the 
city--a link between rural and urban communities.

Speaking of draft resistors, some of you may be interested 
in the fate of a certain young man who announced his resig- 
nation from the selective service system after doing 18 mos. 
of his CO term (see remnant no. 4). He was apprehended by 
the authorities some 8 months later (though he make no 
attempt to evade them) and was sentenced to 6 months in 
Sandstone Federal Prison. He came through his confine- 
ment in better shape than a lot of us who stayed out, and, 
on his release last July, was able to return to his true calling 
as a Shepherd of the Hills.

Among the damnable ideas proposed for this new Chicago Northside Commune are such Things as “imeaning tl ae 
extra-marital relationships” with the consent of the “commune.” initiation rites for virgins. and an Veabaptist 
Music Festival in 197] which is to inclode among other Ging. a “baptizing tournament and water celebration.” 
and a “big orgy.” 


Four-letter words punctuate the paper. and they say boldly. they are out to destroy Mennonitismy as we have
